A loan exhibit of unusual interest will 
soon open in Van Cortlandt Museum by 
the Colonial Dames of the State of New 
York.

BOGUS PAINTINGS 
SOLD. 
\ Special Cable to the New 
York “American” from Paris 


S45 a UllIQue sale of pictures 
Nas just taken place in the 
Latin Quarter It was an 


auction of bogus pictures and 
| do not recall ever having 


seen one like it in Paris. The 
pictures bore the names of 
Corot, Troyon, Isabey and 


other famous masters and 
every one had been passed 
upon by the Paris Assize 
Courts and pronounced for- 
gveries. 

Such pictures, on a convic- 
tion, are forfeited to the 
State, and are sold for what 
they fetch, simply to get rid 
of them. The collection was 
indirectly originated many 
years ago by the well known 
painter Harpignies, who one 
day caught sight in a “junk 
shop” in the Latin Quarter 
of a painting which bore his 
signature, but which he was 
convinced at a glance he had 
never previously seen, 

Entering the shop, the 
painter inquired: 

“Whose picture is that?” 

“The celebrated painter, 
Harpignies,” replied the deal- 
er; “look, here is his signa- 
ture.” 

he “IT see my own signature,” 
a replied the artist, “for I am 
Harpignies but that picture is a forgery, and 
so is the ‘Corot’ there and that ‘Troyun!’” 

He promptly called a policeman and had 
the forgeries seized and brought before the 
court. Hence the large collection § of 
fraudulent paintings, which had been ac- 
cumulating ever since in the hands of of- 
ficers of the Ministry of Fine Arts. It goes 
without saying that the counterfeits were 
sold as such and for what they were worth.

NEW MURAL PAINT’G SCHOOL. 

The definite need of a practical post 
graduate course in mural painting and 
the allied forms of art, is to be met by 
the establishment of an atelier under 


the management of William Laurel 
Hlarris, Arthur Crisp, Katherine S. 
Dreier and Ida Proper, where. stu- 


dents can gain a knowledge 


of practi-| 
cal work on definite projects. 


‘This system has worked very satis 
factorily among architects who have, 
for several years, had such an atelier of 
instruction for advanced pupils, and 


the same system has been used by the 
National Sculpture Society for two 
years with excellent results. ‘The pro- 
jected new school is the first of the 
kind in New York City, and is, in point 
of fact, a return to the well tried meth- 
that produced the great mural 
painters of antiquity. Only a limited 
number of advanced students will be 
accepted—students who have finished 
their ordinary school course and have 
attained facility in the drawing of the 
figure.
